Scavenging. 

This  is  done  twice  a  week,  the  material  being  removed  to  deposit  grounds.  There  is  no 
Destructor,  but  the  Council  have  one  under  consideration.  All  stable  manure  and  garbage 
have  to  be  removed  at  least  twice  a  week,  or  kept  in  a  proper  receptacle. 


Sanitary  Inspections  of  District. 

Twenty-two  houses  have  had  the  Company’s  water  laid  on  owing  to  the  supply  from  the  wells 
being  insufficient.

A  Housing  Scheme  has  been  adopted  and  passed  for  50  New  Houses,  but  there  is  every  liklehood 
that  double  that  number  will  be  required.  Numbers  of  men  are  wanted  at  the  Engineering 
Works,  and  many  apply,  but  owing  to  their  failure  in  finding  accomodation,  have  to  give  it  up 
and  go  elsewhere  in  their  search  for  work. 

There  are  numbers  of  houses  now  occupied,  which  are  only  fit  for  Demolition,  Reconstruction 
or  extensive  alterations,  but  nothing  can  be  done  until  new  houses  are  built. 

Schools. 

These  are  all  in  excellent  condition,  their  Water  supply  and  Sanitary  Condition  good. 


There  are  10  Dairymen,  &c.,  on  the  register.  The  supply  and  quality  of  the  milk  is  good. 

There  have  been  exceptionally  few  cases  of  Children  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of 
a  Bovine  type. 

There  have  been  no  applications  for  Milk  under  the  Mothers’  and  Children’s  order,  1 9 1 8. 

The  Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses  and  Dairies  are  all  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.  There 
are  three  Slaughter-houses,  no  Public  Abattoir. 

Large  quantities  of  Beef,  Pork,  Suet,  and  Dates  (1  ,G001bs)  were  condemned,  as  unfit  for 
human  food. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  26  cases  of  Measles,  4  Scarlet  Fever,  4  Pneumonia,  1  Erysipelas,  and  2  Malaria 
notified,  of  these  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Blandford. 

In  all  cases  of  Sore  Throat  where  Diphtheria  is  suspected,  Swabs  are  taken,  the  Council  paying 
for  those  in  poor  circumstances.  In  t  he  case  of  the  Schools,  special  precautions  are  taken.  The 
Teacher  draws  the  attention  of  the  M.O.H.  to  any  suspicious  case  of  Sore  Throat,  and  he  takes 
a  swab  if  desirable.  A  negative  Swab  is  conpulsory  before  returning  to  school.  The  Council 
pays  for  all  School  Swabs. 

Small-pox.  No  vaccinations  have  been  done  by  the  M.O.H.  under  the  1917  Regulations. 
Vaccination  is  practically  non-existant.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Poole 
Authorities,  whereby  all  Small-pox  cases  may  be  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  there.
